I will 
show you how wonderfully his opinions 
liavo changed. On .Inly Hist, 1889, he 
writes a letter to the press advocating 
Lhu Victoria, .Saanieli and New West- 
iiiinster railway. I say nothing ngiiiiist 
thiit railway. If you get a reipiisite 
guiirnntee that the road will be built, at 
the coinpnny's risk, there is tin oh- 
jeelion to a civic gnaranlee. Uiit Mr, 
De Cosmos in the letter referred to not 
only nilvocalcs his Saaiiich line hilt he 
attacks oiir Ciinaila WcMtern, nnd in so 
doing he quotes Mr. .Snnford li'leining 
as his iiiithority.

It 
was asserted that this eiatise in tho 
school net was a blow at iniblic educa- 
tion.

There were 
seven representatives of the cities, Vic- 
toria, Niinaiiiio, and New Westminster 
ill tlic Hoii.se, all the other twenty 
iiiciubcrH representing count ry districts. 
There were high seliooU iu the cities 
only, and the eliildren Trum tho eouii- 
tiy cannot attend the high sehools. So 
the ropreaontatives of the country die-, 
trict-s wen; iml to be blniucd when they'; - i 
coiiiplaiiieil against paying the same 
price for iworer cdncatioiial facilities. 
It was then propoaed by the school 
trustees, in order to meet the objections 
of the country iiieinlieiii, not to levy 
this oiie-tliiril, but to levy a special 
tiix. The old school tax was 
,s,'t a head. This was far in excess 
ot what was demanded of the city, lii- 
Mleiiil of going so hir as the li usteos 
wished, tile ( ioveriiiiii'iit asked lor less 
than the trnstces |iroiioseil. 

On February 2'Jnil, bSS.S, the school 
trnstccH ])rescnti'il a ri'[i..i t to the (Jov- 
eriiuient by which it \ioiild l.c seen that 
this special tax idea originiiteil. The 
following is one section of that report: 
",'), Your eoimnillee also suggested lo 
the Hon. tho .Minister of Kdiicalioii, llio 
advisability of placing lhu aiiproprliitlona 
for oil y schools lo 1 lie ercilil of the resiiecl- 
ive school boards In Liwnsnnd .■iti.'s,niid lo 
so ninciid the School Act ns lo eiiablo tlioiii 
to Mipploment the ainoiinl by levying a 
school tax on tho luunieipulity. Our sug- 
gestion wns wnrnily oiiilorsod by Mr, Uoii 
.son, nnd he reipiosieil Hull this board 
should formulate tlioir Iduas in uiich a way 
as to enable lilin to iiinlorstaiid fully tlie 
ub.iect arrived at, ami jiiuiiilsod that It 
should have his most earerul attention." 

The droll part,, the' DoCosinos part, 
has yet to be told. Oiio of the very trus- 
tee.'* who concurred in this, report, and 
made tliia suggestion to tho Govcrmnent 
was' himself — Dn. Mii.NK. (Uoars of 
applause). If Dr. Milne liitd depended 
on his own good sense, and not allowed 
liiiiiself to be dictated by Tho Times, 
ho would not have been thus niiide ridi- 
culous. Dr. Milne' oifeVed .objection to 
several iiiiimpurtaiit items in this report, 
but not the slightest to this bcction. 

Referring U> mi editorial in The Times 
of August 7tli, eutitlod " The Duty of 
the Hour," ilnii. Mr. Davie, after read- 
ing it, ])rocecilcd to e.iiiiiiieiit upon its 
contents. Said he, 1 liappen to have 
these Acts before me. Thai Divisional 
Courts Act was iiitioilueed by iiic, and 
shown toother iiiemliers of the profes- 
sion, many of whom approved it. If 
The Times will give nie 1111011 allidavit 
the iiiiiiie of the writer of that article, 
for I believe he was a legal geiil leliiau, 
1 will point out to liini the same mnii 
who iiilvised with iiic upon the bill nnd 
who pii.nonnccd it "jiisL the thing that 
was wanted." (Cheers.) The ol her acts 
they referi-eil lo arc still on the statute 
hooks; they are law at the present time, 
and not by any menus a lailiire. It was 
perfectly true that a Division, il CourtH 
Act, such as they refer lo, was iiilro- 
liiceil in the House, and siijipoitcd by 
me. It was not, however, introdueed 
by me; but by Mr. Mole, an opposition 
member. Hut let mo be fair. lie did 
so at niy reiiuobt, and 1 suiiporled it; it 
was though nominally brought in by^h■. 
Bole. Politicians should he consistent, 
iiid they should have good iiiciuoriea, 
but the trouble with the opposition ia, 
they lire not eonsistoiit, and their iiiem- 
oiies are wretched. [Apiilaii.se. ] The 
lenilenoy of legislation in school iiiat- 
i.i far from tending to make them 
suliservient to politics, has been to re- 
lieve tbe government of reaponsibility 
and place the control of sehools in the 
liaiida of the trustees. I'he appoint- 
ment and dismissal of teachers and 
everything in regard to -the schools iu 
now iu the hands of the trustees, and all 
the gbverument lias to do is to foot the 
bills. "This is very different from the 
old order of things.

Wlu'ii Dr. .Milne waa 
seeking votes, wlien there was no cuu- 
uiiig demagogue at liis elliou', and wlicn 
he. yras entrusted with a shAre in the 
inanagpmont of the city sohoots, ho not 
only approved of tlie jjrinciplo of the 
tdwns and cities contributing towards 
the maint( nance of their schools, but he, 
aa a nu'nili.T of tlir l)oard of city trus- 
tees, su;;^cste(l that the (government bo 
invested . with power to levy a school 
tax on tlu' municipality.

This is a far gi i- iter power than has 
been e.xleiidod to ilit city by theaniend- 
ment which Dr. Milne condi inns witli 
such api)arent sincerity in liin address to 
the electors. Tho amenilmeiit does not 
give the Qovejument the power to tax 
the citizens. It leaves tho whide power 
of taxation with tlie Oorporaticui and 
requires it only to pay one-thiril of- I he 
teachers' salaries. If the (lovernincnt 
had the power wliieli Dr. .Milne a few 
months ai(o was (|uite willing to jiivc 
them'they could take a great deal more 
ti,ah this and keep strictly within tlie 
law. If he had his way it would not 
now be in the power of tho Corporation 
to withhold the city's contrilnitiou to 
the schools. lly Dr. .Miliie'.s aiiiend- 
nient the (•ovcrnmcnt could impose and 
coUeot the Bohool tax, and the Corpora- 
tion could de nothing to prevent its im- 
position and collection. 

Di-. Milne has commenced his politi- 
cal career badly, lie has, as we showed 
on .Saturday, grossly niL-irepresented the 
school Taw, and for the Hal«! of the 
chanee of gaining a few vot(^s, he has 
condemned the (ioveriiineiit for follow- 
ing the advice whieh he himself gave 
them a little more than a year ago. 
Whai he advocated as right and neees- 
.sary a few months ago he now consiclers 
aa wrong uin\ unnecessary. What hi- 
did his best to estalilish in Feb- 
ruary, 18S8, he niupialitiedly con- 
demns in August, 1889. Dr. Milne 
is either unstable or insincere. 
A nuin who can change Ida mind so 
quickly, wliih^ all the eonditioiiH are un- 
changed, is not lo lie trusted with tin- 
care of inipoitant inlcn sts. Thn eaii- 
didute who, for the aakc of gaining a 
fow votes, oau coudenui what he knows 
to be a good policy, and one which he 
himself advised, cannot be depended 
upon to stand up tor what he liiiiuvs to 
lie tiie lij^hl, if there is anything to lie 
gained liy disavow in^; liis jii inciplcs ami 
uplioliliiig what, but a short time hefore 
he had opposed. 

PRUDENT SILENCE. 

Many of the ratepayers are surprised 
that Mr. Bedfqrn, as provisional direc- 
tor of tho Victoria, Siiftn^oh and New 

Westminster Kailway Conipaiiy, has 
nol replied to onr appeal. When asked 
if it would lie liiisiness-liUe for llieiate- 
payera to give his company a \ ei y lai f^'e 
Ujiius un condition of its performing a 
certain specified sprv^co ,withput reqiUr- 
. ing tho ulightest gunrinitco that tho scr- 
vice will be perforineil, Mr. Kedfern is 
08 silent as tlu! grave. He waa reaily 
enough to iioiiil to the Diiiuijiion Kail- 
way .Act of ISSH, which conipfls all rail- 
ways built under it, no matter when.' or 
for what purpose, to comply with cer- 
tain rcquiromonta; but when liu ia ankeil 
whether that law will force his com- 
pany to perforin the particular service 
for which it seeks a lioiuis lie, is as duinli 
usa lisli. lie does not aiiswc'r tliis rcii- 
sonablo and indeed ncc^essai y ijiicstion 
because ho knows that if his company 
fail to keep its proinisea to fiillil 
its part of the contract aa regards short- 
oning thu time to mnko the pasaiige 
lictwecii \'ii!torla and Vani'ouver the 
Dominion railway law gives them no 
remedy, and Air. Kedfern and Ida co 
dirootors have taken very good care that 
the byu-lawB whioli are to ho voted nii 
to-day will not hold them to thuir bar- 
gain. If, when, tho road is built, the 
^ta supplied by the Company aro not 
flt for tlie service, if the (;omi)any in 



too poor to operate tlio road properly, 
if it is too dishonest after obtaining tho 
obligation of the city to pay it tho big 
bonus to carry on tho work efl'ootually, 
the citi7.ens of Victoria may whif tle for 
tboir money or their ferry. No one 
knows thio bettor than Mr. Kedfern, 
and bo therefore considura it prudent to 
Bay nothing. 

Ho, as u business man, knows that it 
would bo worse than folly for the rate- 
payers of Victoria to depend upon the 
Dominion Railwivy Act for protection 
under the peculiar eirciimatanees in 
which the combined railroad and ferry 
is to be built. That Act was 
never intended to meet all the 
conditions luider which roads of all 
UIiuIb in all places ore built. Tho loL'is- 
lators in Ottawa made some general pro- 
visions for tho protection of ordinary 
Btockbolders, knowing well that the 
ratepayers of any nuinicipality, wliioli 
for the sake of particular advantages to 
he derived from its construction, ex- 
tended and to a railroad would take 
(^ood care to protect themselves. It is 
not likely that ihe ratepayers of Vic- 
toria will be less prudent than tliosc of 
other towns and counties in the Domin- 
ion which have subsidised railroi.da. 
They will not. They will not place 
their money in tho hands of tho railroad 
company until they get what business 
mon consider good security that they 
,vill enjoy the advantages for which 
they pay so high a price. If .Mr. Fi- 
fern expects tho ratepayers of this city 
to act in a way that he would not act 
himself if he were in their place he is very 
greatly mistaken. He would not give his 
liioney for anything in the way of busi 
ness, if he was nol certain of getting its 
full worth, ami perhaps a little more, 
and he may depend upon it that he is 
not the only prudent man of business 
that the cily contains. 

lie is now a railway projector aa well 
aa a ratepayer, and it is Ilia business as 
projector to get from the eiti/i!ns as 
inucli as possible and give them as little 
in return aa they will consent to take, 
He ami his co-diroctors have drawn up 
tlie bye-laws that are to bo voted on to 
day Willi that end in view, and it would 
be iinpo.ssihle to frame laws better cal- 
culated to elVect that object. Under 
them the coiiipaiiy lakes everything ami 
gives nothing. The laws bind the citi 
zena, but they allow the Company to go 
free. They exact absolutely nothing 
from tbein. This is not a fair detil. 

How- is it that the Saanich Kailway 
(Company have not pulilishcd their .\ct 
of Incorporation Why have they 
kept it hidden? Their secretary has it 
in his desk, but he refuses to let it be 
.seen by those who would make its pro 
visions known. Is the chartcT of tin 
road so bail thai the directors arc afraid 
to allow it lo lie examined by tlie rat 
payers, or in their interest Why is it 
kept concealed while the directors ar 
asking for byc-laws which offer no pro 
lection whatever to the ratepayers? 
What do they want to hide ? Do they 
love darkness rather than light hccansi 
their deeds and intentions are evil '1

l''ollowiiig is the judgment of the 
learned Chief .Justice! :— 

In order not lo be niisundcratood, 1 
sh.dl lirst slate what 1 do not mean -1 
do not mean that any miner is justilied 
in calling allot he:- miner a "black Icl', " 
or any other apmnbi imis nam.- w hat 
ever, blackleg being ui)pareiitly tbe 
most approbrioiis und (lumagini,' epithet 
il. the miners vocabulary. U hat I do 
mean to say is that, according to tho 
sworn evidence before me, the term 
"blackleg" ougliL not lo bo Useil of the 
plaintili'; it is not applicable to a work- 
man in tho circumstances of the plain- 
tiir. As I understand tho uvidence, the 
term clearly moans that tho "bhickleg" 
has taken tho plaoo and Wages of some 
striker, upon the same terms ugaiiist 
which the striker has siriiek: wle'ther 
the strike be for a rise or against a re 
diielioii of wages, or for sbiirler hoiiis, 
or for whatever object the .slrikers pro- 
pose tu attain. 1 lero there was no ex- 
isting strike; but supposing tlu; eontem 
pl.ileil strike to inter aiicxisling gnuind 
ol disagreement between the employers 
and employed, it only ha.l referenee to 
the rale to be paid tii the heavers per 
ton of coal gotleli, ami did not n ler at 
all lo the li'ile of boiir.s or wages of lie' 
ijuite collateral ellipliiyilielit of llie 
pl.iintiir, who was engagi'il iu repairing 
the veiililatioii pa.s.sages ill the mine. If 
the plaintili' bad struck for a ri.se in his 
own wages while the lu'iivcrs were con- 
tented, he could not bavu culird on them 
to stop work, tmder penalty of being 
called Itlacklogs. All tilings in a mine 
are in some smise coiiiieetcd; but il really 
seems as if the .st l ikers wmilil have uu 
more reason t o eal 1 upon the plaint ill 1 11 
abandon his work than to call on the 
baker to cease pnividiiig their employer 
with broad, or to call ou his household 
servunts to abandon their duty, undei- 
penalty of being subjected to such an- 
noyance as tho striuors might dovise. 
Tho ventilation must go on, and the 

f>asBago8 kept in repair, whether tho 
leavers ai-e on strike or at ■work. 

Xobody denies the right o'f men to 
strike, ill a free country every mini 
has a right to deciclo on tho terms as to 
wages and olliorwi.sc on which he will 
sell his labor. Labor must bu free, or it 
is the labor of slaves, Kllt just as the 
slrik.'r is at inM-feel iiberl y to judge of 
the leriiis on which lie will not wni !i, so 
is the non-striker at the same liberty to 
jililue of the terms uliirli he imiy deem
